Currently amended claims 1-2, 4-15 are pending and in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in this application have been allowed because the prior art of record 
fails to disclose either singly or in combination the claimed the "at least part of the 
passageway extending between the needle receiver and mounting end of the syringe 
needle when assembled and the syringe being releasably removable from the sliding 
joint after fluid coupling with the vial through the passageway of the sliding joint without 
removal of the joint and without removal of the syringe needle."
